Claims 1-11 (canceled). 

Claim 12 (previously presented): A method for locating a communication device, 
whereby an emergency call routine is activated, comprising the steps of: 

detecting at least one available communications network at the location of the 
communication device; 

selecting one of the communications networks when more than one communications 
network is detected; 

sending an emergency signal over the selected network; 

identifying the communication device; and 

localizing the identified communication device by using a localization method available 
over the selected network. 

Claim 13 (previously presented): The method according to claim 12, wherein at least 
one of the communications network comprises mobile transceiver or transponder stations, by 
which the emergency signal from the communication device is further transmitted or that 
function as a transponder for said emergency signal. 

Claim 14 (currently amended): The method according to claim 12, whereby a 
farthe rwherein the at least one communication network is a cellular network. 

Claim 15 (previously presented): The method according to claim 12, whereby the 
emergency cell routine also comprises the identification of the communication device. 
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Claim 16 (previously presented): The method according to claim 12, whereby also a 
speech connection is established over one of the detected communications networks. 

Claim 17 (previously presented): The method according to claim 12, whereby the 
emergency call routine can be activated remotely. 
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
